The ratio of crime and prosecu¬ 
tions in Vulcan during 1965 was 
down 10 per cent according to the 
annual report submitted to town 
council by J. L. Moyer, Chief of 
Police. Serving with police chief 
Moyer is Constable Harley Phillips. 

A total of 774 complaints, aver¬ 
aging just over two per day, were 
investigated in 1965 and these re¬ 
sulted in 183 charges being laid 
before the court. Of these cases 14 
were either dismissed or with¬ 
drawn by the crown. 

Biggest number of offenders, 80, 
were dealt with under the Vehicle 
and Highway Traffic act while in¬ 
fractions of the Liquor Act of Al¬ 
berta numbered 34. 

Under the Criminal Code of 
Canada 14 cases were heard and 
Ihere were five violations of the 


Provincial Statutes of Alberta. 
Under local government, 50 of¬ 
fences against by-laws of the Town 
of Vulcan were dealt with. 

Thirty-three accidents involving 
a total of $8205.05 in damage, were 
investigated by police. These re¬ 
sulted in personal injuries to five 
persons. i 

Of six stolen cars reported, five 
were recovered. 

During the year there were 
seven break-ins of which only two 
remain unsolved. 

Business house doors were check¬ 
ed once and often twice after mid¬ 
night and 38 doors were found un¬ 
locked. Owners were notified after 
the premises wore searched. 

A total of 22 dogs were picked 
up and of these 10 were returned 


to owners and 12 were destroyed. 

A little-known point in con¬ 
nection with the problem of dogs 
running at large is that there is 
a dog pound located at the Vul¬ 
can Animal Clinic. Dogs picked 
up are cared for at the clinic 
for three days and if the owner 
pays costs the dog may be re¬ 
trieved. If the dogs are owner¬ 
less at the end of the three days 
they are destroyed. Dog licences 
are now due and beginning Feb. 
1, the by-law concerning dogs run¬ 
ning loose will be enforced. 

Sixteen miles of streets and al¬ 
leys make up the town of Vulcan 
and these are patrolled by the 
two-man police force, each work¬ 
ing eight hours on duty and four 
hours on call, leaving one man 
available at all times. 


Both policemen are familiar 
with first aid and such equipment 
is carried in both police cars. 

Instructions and exams have 
been given to children in care of 
riding bicycles and safety talks 
have been given at local schools as 
requested. Further in youth work 
Constable Phillips has attended 
and assisted at scout and cub 
meetings. 

Throughout the year there is 
continuous assistance being given 
and received from other police de¬ 
partments in the province and 
local co-operation with RCMP is 
carried out from day to day. 

For the first year there were no 
juvenile court cases heard before 
the magistrate and police feel lia- 
son between young people and 
themselves is very good.

ENERGY REQUIREMENTS 

OF PREGNANT BEEF COWS 

The downer cow syndrome, a 
condition in the latter stages of 
.pregnancy when a cow becomes 
too weak to stand, may be due to 
a lack of energy in the ration. 

The condition showed up fre¬ 
quently among cattle on a low 
plane of nutrition in a study on 
the energy requirements of preg¬ 
nant beef cattle at the Lethbridge 
Research Station. Animal nutri¬ 
tionist Dr. R. Hironaka and Dr. H. 
F. Peters who conducted the study, 
also found that cows can lose a lot 
of weight during the winter but 
gain it back and raise calves with 
a good weaning weight providing 
they have good summer pasture. 

Rations for tho cattle had three 
different digestible energy levels. 
The high energy- ration contained 
17,500 kilocalories, the medium 
14,000 kilocalories and the low 
10,000 kilocalories. The protein 
intake was adequate and similar 
in all rations. The feeding period 
ranged from mid-November to 
weaning of the calves. 

The severity of the winter made 
a great difference in the condition 
of the cattle. During the relatively 
mild winter ol 1963-64, cows on 
the high energy ration gained 
weight and those on the medium 
level maintained their weight. 
Those on the low plane lost 
weight badly and several had to be 
removed from the experiment and 
given special care. 

None of the cows fared so well 
during the recent severe winter. 
By February 15, cows on the high 
energy ration had lost 45 pounds 
and those on the medium level 
lost 75 pounds. The cows on the 
low plane lost 200 pounds and all 
of them had to be shifted to a 
higher energy ration. Even then,

Dr. Hironaka feels the 14,000 
kilocalorie ration containing five 
pounds of straw, five pounds of 
alfalfa, four pounds of oats and 
about % pound protein supplement 
is sufficient despite the weight 
losses this last winter. 

In 1964, the cattle that had 
been on the low energy level the 
winter previous soon gained 
weight, and by fall, weighed as 
much as the cattle on the high 
energy ration. There was little dif¬ 
ference in the birth or weaning 
weights of their calves. The wean¬ 
ing weights of the calves from the 
cows on the low energy ration 
tended to be a little lighter says 
Dr. Hironaka, but there were not 
appreciable differences. Based on 
pregnancy tests last fall there did 
not appear to be any differences 
in conception rate.

(By C. J. Harris) 

A financial writer has worked it out that a two- 
day tax holiday has been gained by the average 
Canadian worker as a result of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s 10 per cent cut in the personal income tax. 
About one-third of the income of a man who is 
married and has two children is taken in taxes by 
the three levels of government— municipal, provin¬ 
cial and federal — so the first four months of the 
year are spent working for the government. The re¬ 
duction in his personal income tax meant that the 
income from the last two working days in April were 
gained by himself and his family. 

Another tax expert has recently written a 
thought-provoking piece on the harm that confisca¬ 
tory rates of income and estate taxes are doing to 
the country. Writing in the Toronto Globe and Mail, 
John G. McDonald comments that as the tax burden 
continues to rise, more and more Canadians are seek¬ 
ing tax havens abroad and spending part or all of 
the year in the Southern U.S., Nassau, Bermuda or 
elsewhere. 

“In national revenue terms,” Mr. McDonald 
writes, “the flight to the South involves very little. 
The tax that drive affluent Canadians out of the 
country could be repealed for a tax loss of not more 
than $100,000,000 a year — which is only 1.7 per 
cent of the national budget. Keeping these people at 
home probably would result in a net increase in both 
national revenue and social capital. Their departure 
deprives Canada of their money, their personalities, 
and the economic value of their talents that produced 
the wealth in the first place. 

“High taxes on large incomes were introduced in 
a spirit of Fabian jealousy and political avarice in an 
age long dead. Now that our politicians are in the 
45 per cent rate bracket, there may be a fiscal revolu¬ 
tion around the corner. More and more ordinary citi¬ 
zens are beginning to realize that the biggest poverty 
pocket in Canada is their own pay envelopes; this 
pocket is methodically picked by Ottawa at steadily 
increasing rates. When enough people join the club, 
the rules are sure to change.” 

His concluding point is a good one. When enough 
people realize that about one-third of their annual in¬ 
come goes to government during their working years 
— plus double taxation on anything they have been 
able to save if they are fortunate enough to be able 
to create an estate — the resulting complaints to our 
large body of well-paid legislators will result in some 
spending and taxing reforms.

The job of a 
District Agriculturist is one of 
working with rural people in an 
educational and/or advisory capa¬ 
city. It is with this in mind that 
Short Courses, specialized meetings, 
farm visits, and 4-H clubs are con¬ 
ducted and assisted. Because some 
people have met a D.A. in only 
one phase of his work they some¬ 
times think that tins is the only 
job with which he is involved. 
However, you will find that the 
Department of Agriculture per¬ 
sonnel are always willing to help. 
Your local contact with the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture is the 
District Agriculturist or District 
Home Economist.

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THE ART OF NAIL CARE 


For the woman who insists on n base coat, we recom¬ 
mend Adheron. 


STEP 5 

Apply Creamy Cuticle Remover to cuticle and under free 
edges of nail to loosen cuticle and cleanse under nails. 
With blunt end of orange stick or with cuticle pusher, 
loosen dead skin from around nails. Cultivate a firm but 
gentle touch to lift cuticle, then mould cuticle back with 
a towel over your index finger.

Apply Supersealer easily and lightly, using as few strokes 
as possible, covering the nail tips and apply underneath 
for extra protection. Allow nails to dry thoroughly. 

CAUTION: 

Research indicates that some women, because of the 
structure of their nails, get better results without a top 
coat than with it. Here again the woman must experi¬ 
ment to determine the proper procedure for her own 
nails . . . one coat of base coat . . . two coats of enamel 
. . . one coat or none of top coat. Always she should re¬ 
member that the original application should consist of 
not more than four coats . . . one of base coat, two coats 
of enamel and top coat. 


THE STRUCTURE OF THE NAIL 


NAIL WALL 

This, together with the cuticle, forms the ‘frame’ which 
surrounds the visible portion of the nail on three sides. 
This frame is merely skin, like the skin on any other part 
of the body, and like all skin, is constantly producing new 
cells and throwing off dead ones. Unless the cuticle is 
kept pliable and free of the nail plate (see above), these 
dead cells will encroach upon and actually cover part of 
the nail surface, making the nail appear shorter and, 
therefore, less graceful. Also, if the cuticle is held firmly 
to the nail surface, it will be stretched tighter and tighter 
as the nail moves forward, eventually snapping and caus¬ 
ing hangnails. Keep the cuticle and nail wall pushed back. 

MATRIX 

This, and this only, is the living reproducing portion of 
the nail. Here is determined the quality, the health and 
strength of the nail that weeks, months later is visible, 
ready to be filed, glamorized, and protected with your 
favorite shade of nail enamel. It is here that the new cells 
form, and as they do so, continually push the old cells 
forward, toward the fingertip to form the nail plate. 
About one-fifth of the entire length of the nail is this hid¬ 
den, vital matrix which plays such an important part in 
the formation of the nail. As long as the matrix is not in¬ 
jured, any damage to the nail plate is usually only 
temporary. 

HALF-MOON (LUNULA) 

This pearly, crescent-shaped section of the nail is the 
only visible portion of the matrix. It might be termed the 
bridge between the living matrix beneath the skin and 
the homy homogeneous collection of closely packed layers 
of cells which comprise what the layman refers to as the 
fingernail, and which is scientifically called the nail plate. 

NAIL PLATE 

It is important that what is usually termed the ‘nail’ is 
in reality only part of it. The hail plate (which, with the 
lunula, is the portion that can be seen) consists of the 
compressed skeletons (remember that—not live cells, but 
bloodless, nerveless skeletons) of cells that were produc¬ 
ed at the matrix. These dead cells lie in three layers, 
held together with a minimum of moisture and fat, both 
of which tend to decrease as you get older, just as the 
skin loses some of its moisture. You have no doubt been 
able to peel back one or two layers from the nail plate 
when your nails were passing through one of those ‘dif¬ 
ficult’ phases which seem to attack even the best- 
mannered nails from time to time. 

Fingernails require approvimately three to five months 
for reproduction, whereas toe-nails, which grow more 
slowly, need from 10 to 18 months. Nails grow faster in 
summer than in winter, faster on the right hand than on 
the left, faster in younger people than in older. 

NAIL BED 

Loosely speaking, the nail bed is a continuation of the 
matrix, and is similar in many respects to ordinary skin. 
It supports the nail plate and on its surface presents 
numerous parallel ridges which ‘dovetail’ exactly with 
similar ridges on the under skin of the nail plate, welding 
them firmly together. It was thought in the past that the 
nail plate glided forward while the nail bed remained 
stationary, but it is now generally accepted that both are 
matrix-born and move forward together. A sharp blow 
may cause minute haemorrhages in the nail bed beneath 
the nail plate, appearing as tiny blue spots (actually, 
doll-sized bruises). These, like the white spots that indi¬ 
cate a less severe blow, usually move forward with the 
nail plate and eventually disappear. 

FREE EDGE 

Imagine three layers of cardboard pasted together with 
a rather poor quality glue, the edges of which are con¬ 
stantly -being knocked against furniture, typewriter keys 
and other hard objects. Imagine, furtherrpore, that they 
are periodically filed or trimmed with scissors. Can’t you 
See how easy it would be for the layers to flare apart at 
the edge? File your nails gently, and bevel their edges 
J slightly by passing the fine side of the emery board held 
at a 45 degree angle, around the edge. Nails should be 
filed before washing the hands while they are hard and 
firm, and cut with scissors only after a warm bath, when 
they are soft and pliable.
